By 20 Aug 1662 Thomas Aspinall c1630-1695 was in office as parochial curate. The parish of one 
township was part of a compound constablewick {Trentham}.

The curacy of BLURTON was c1626 formed to serve part (-----) of TRENTHAM. 


In 1721 (? OR 1841) it became an independent parish. In 1845 it was enlarged from a part 
(Normacot Liberty) of STONE. 


In 1847 the chapelry of NORMACOT was formed to serve part of BLURTON. In 1852 it was made 
a parish. 


On 4 May 1849 the parish of FORSBROOK was formed from parts of DILHORNE and 
BLURTON. 


In 1853 the chapelry of DRESDEN was formed to serve part of BLURTON. In 1867 it was made a 
parish. 


Description of Church (St Bartholomew) 


The church is said to have been rebuilt [? recte built] in 1626. It was restored and enlarged by 
Lynam in 1867.

Thomas Adams (Parochial Curate of Trentham, Staffs) 1602-1667 1656-1667 
Adams, christened 26 Sep 1602 at Burslem, was second son of John Adams of Burslem, Staffs 
yeoman c1570-1640 and (his first wife) Elizabeth. He studied at Cambridge where in Michs 1620 he 
was admitted as a pensioner at St John's College and matriculated. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. 
in 1624.5. On 20 Sep 1628 he was ordained deacon by Lichfield and on 23 Dec 1632 ordained priest 
by Chester pro Lichfield. By 1639 probably after presentation by the vicar of Leek then Francis 
Bowyer 1605-1648 he was in office as parochial curate of Rushton. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he may have 
continued here as compliant minister. After presentation by James Keeling he was in office as 
compliant minister of Blurton about 1649/52. On 10 Dec 1656 he was appointed compliant minister 
of Trentham and about 1658 certified the fitness of candidates for the ministry. About Sep 1660 he 
continued here as de facto parochial curate, subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 18 Aug 1662 
and was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield on 6 Oct 1663. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for 
Trentham constablewick and was assessed on 1 hearth. Still in office he died, aged 65, and was 
buried here on 27 Mar 1667. His will made on 9 Mar 1666.7 was proved through Lichfield on 12 
Jun 1667. His personalty was valued at £222 and included "the Librarie £20". In his will he wrote 
"the profitt of all my libraraie I give to my two daughters Sarah and Elizabeth". Adams married on 
20 Jan 1628.9 at Trentham to Ellen Walter by whom he had 7 sons and 3 daughters. A sundial on 
the south wall of Blurton church with the initials TA and the date 166(?7) may commemorate his 
death. [NB Although both Adams's father and older brother - progenitors of the family of master 
potters - styled themselves yeoman they were as wealthy as many a "gentleman".]

Thomas Aspinall M.A. (parochial curate of Blurton) c1632-1695 

Aspinall, born about 1632, is of uknown parentage. He studied at Oxford where on 6 Nov 1650 he 
was a servitor at Brasenose College and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 8 Feb 1652.3 
(M.A., 2 Jul 1659). He was said to be in office as parochial curate of Blurton on 20 Aug 1662 when 
he subscribed to the Act of uniformity but it was only the next day that he was ordained deacon and 
priest by Lichfield. In 1665 he did not certify the hearth tax but was assessed on 2 hearths at 
Blurton township. Still in office he died, aged about 65, and was buried here on 6 Jan 1694.5. His 
will made on 30 Aug 1693 was proved under Lichfield on 30 Jan 1694.5. The value of his personalty 
is undiscovered but in his will he made bequests of about £200. Aspinall married first on 23 May 
1662 at Maer to Mary Foden (d 1679) (no known children). He married second on 4 Apr 1681 at 
Ashley to (? a widow) Frances Wood (d ?1696) (no known children). In his will Aspinall wrote "... to 
buy two bibles & a pair or two of shoes [for] children in Blurton ... Also the great Bible and the 
common prayer booke [for] use of the Chap: of Blurton ... the 2d vol: of Foxes Martyrs to cossen 
Wm Clud [? William Cludd of Uttoxeter haberdasher of hats ?1647-1712] ... till the towne of 
Uttoxeter provide the other two vol: and all three placd in the church of Uttoxeter".
